Some  years  back  the  Pierce  Barnhart  coin  sold  by  New  Netherlands 
Coin  Company  was  desecribed  as  having  extremely  fine  sharpness  with 
dark  green  patina  and  with  scraped  places  where  pit  marks  were  inexpertly 
smoothed  over  on  neck.  We  feel  the  coin  we  offer  here  is  superior.  An¬ 
other  example  for  the  highest  price  paid  for  a  1799  Large  Cent  at  public 
auction  is  the  coin  John  Ford  sold  through  the  New  Netherlands  Coin 
Company  in  1962  in  their  56th  Sale  where  it  was  listed  as  being  consigned 
by  an  anonymous  European  collector;  graded  as  AU  50  and  bought  by  a 
novice  Long  Island  dealer  for  a  reputed  (and  hard-to-believe)  $10,500 
for  a  commission  for  a  California  dealer  who  in  turn  resold  it  for  a  profit. 

Although  this  price  is  very  optimistic,  we  feel  the  guide  book  valuation 
is  more  true.  In  very  fine  condition  the  coin  catalogs  for  $2100.  and  we 
feel  that  ths  coin  should  sell  for  around  that  figure.  PLATE
